Men between 31 and 45 would be 
used for occupational work mainly 
in connection with the army, bii 
many, who preferred and were phy 
sically fit, would doubtless have op- 
portunity to get into the fighting.

GARDNER JUSTIFIED 


Maj. 
Augustus Peabody Gardner, 


who died Monday, resigned 
from 


congress last spring to enter the 
American army which would fight 
the "Hun," because he believed in 
practicing what he began to preach 
in and out of congress a few months 
after the great European conflict 
began. 


When the war broke out Congress 


man Gardner, 
a 
member of the 


house since the fifty-eighth 
con- 


gress, was in Europe and he made 
an heroic trip" from London 
to 


Flanders in an automobile lo gel his 
wife and family out of the danger 
rone. As soon as he returned 
to 


America Gardner began 
preaching 


preparedness with more vigor than 
any man in or out of congress and 
he was one of the first to predict 
that America eventually would be 
forced into the war. 


Gardner was so imbued with the 


thought that 
the 
United 
States 


would .have to fight Germany, and 
so keenly alive lo the lack of Am- 
erica's preparations for war that he 
not on!y kept bombarding congress 
in a most virile way about condi- 
tion', but he also carried his cry 
of alarm and awakening to the peo 
pie touring the country making pre- 
paredness addresses and calling up 
on the people lo open their eyes. 
, The -Massachusetts congressman 
was io determined in his desire to 
arouse the country that he spared 
no one in authority, whom 
he 


thought lax in his duty to the gov- 
ernment in the prophetic time. He 
assailed the war and navy depart- 
ments vigorously, forced 
his way 


before military committees with the 
message, bobbed up in the house 
in the most unexpected moment* 
with an attack upon conditions lhal 
existed, and in facl had officials of 
the government actually nerrous in 
the early day* of the war. 


In truth Gardner's efforts were 


*.o stirring and so persistent that 
they attracted Ihe altention of the 
president himself, who referred to 
him anonymously in one of his ad- 
dresses to congress soon after th,« 


j outbreak of the war.long before the 
imminence of America to the con- 
Jlygralion had occurred lo him. 


The presidenl was addressing con 


(gress on Dec. 8, 19U, a few days 


( after Gardner had made a rip-roar- 
Jag preparedness plea to his col- 


t leagues. The presidenl 
had sakl: 


"We must depend in every lime of 
| national peril,' in the future as in 
, the pasl, not upon a standing army, 
nor yet upon a reserre army, but 


(on a citizenry trained and accus- 


tomed to arms." Ue had also dis- 


cussed in a general way Ihe navy 
and the condition of the country 
for defense, when he dropped the 
subject abruptly and saidr 


"Hut I turn away from the sub- 


ject. It is not new. There is no new 
need lo discuss it. We shall not al- 
ler our attitude because some few 
among us arc nervous and excited- 
We shall easily and sensibly agree 
upon a i>olicy of defense.** 


As the president 
spoke those 


words he turned his eyes from his 
manuscript and focussed them di- 
rectly upon Congressman Gardner 
seated in Ihe middle of Ihe Ilepubli 
can section of the house chamber. 
All eyes in the great assemblage fol- 
lowed the president's, and, although 
it was an embarrassing moment for 
the indefaligible congressman, 
he 


had the 
satisfaction 
many times 


since of feeling thai he was fully 
justified in all lhat he had 
done 


and said at lhat time lo arouse the 
nation. Chicago Tribune.

U.S.TOBUYCOAL 
BILLED TO PLANTS 


Washington, Jan. 17—It develop- 


ed today that under The fuel 
ad- 


ministration's plan, .thfr-gorerntnent 
will buy all coal consigned to Ihe 
suspended industries. These trqnsac- 
tions will be conducted through the 
treasury department and it is es- 
timated will cost 
the government 


about $25,000,000 . State fuel ad- 
ministrators win rf-distfibute the 
coal lo food plants arid other indus- 
tries permitted to run. 


Under a provision with it was 


decided Thursday morning to in- 
sert in the order, the government 
will become the purchaser of virtu 
ally all coal produced in the five-day 
closing period. Mines producing 
coal under contrscl to industries 
which will be closed down will be 
directed to turn their output over 
to state fuel administrators under 
bill of lading attached. The treas- 
ury department will set aside $25,- 
000,000 for 
the purchase of this 
coal. 


Coal in transit to industry which 


will be closed will not be purchas- 
ed by the governent but merely will 
be diverted by state fuel adminis- 
trators and turned over to consum- 
ers who come wilhin the preferen- 
tial list. The coal will be paid for 


by. Ihe ultimate consignee who will 
remit directly lo Ihe mines in which 
the coal originates. 
..The rulings to be issued in con- 
nection with the order will be gen- 
era! in scope. Fuel Administration 
Garfield has reserved to himself the 
power lo make interpretations and 
state fuel administrators 
will be 


j^rmilted to make only special rul- 
in'gs to fit cases of the gravest em- 
ergency. These will be subject to 
jTSview-by the fuel administration.

FIRE AT NORFOLK 


Nephew Of August 
Carlson 


Says Seamen Saved The 


City 


August C;irhon, fnrnilrrc dealer 


at 10 S. Brown street has received a 
letter from his nephew. Kirov An- 
drews nf Escanab.i, who is a sailor 
on the Battleship Mississippi. He was 
in Xorfolk. Va, at the time of the re- 
cent big fire there and tells of doing 
guard duty. Extracts from his teller 
are published below: 


U. S. S. Mississippi. Jan, 3, 1918. 


Dear Uncle:— 


Xew Years day we worked hard 


in the lighler all morning and in the 
afternoon I had settled down 
to 


writing letters when a hurry 
call 


for volunteers came to help fight 
fire. I was there and we 
double 


timed all the way to Xorfolk. 
I 


bet we looked good to the firemen, 
who had already been out for 
12 


hours anil the fire paining. 
To 


put it short we saved tlie city. Sail- 
ors now have made and saved the 
place. 
After hauling and 
playing 


hose for n few hours I did a five 
hours guard on a corner. The streets 
were roped in a few blocks further 
on but I was awfully busy inspect- 
ing passes and ordering those out 
who had no passes. It took us a 
long time to clear the streets. Fun- 
ny, how many different ways they 
tried to pass. One even showed me 
an army officer's picture on a watch 
fob. 
We had no time for argument 


and orders were orders. We had 
to arrest any one suspicious too. Oh, 
but it was fun. I almost had In ar- 
rest one man but he didn't really 
do anything wrong. 
It was awful 


cold and in his liltle 3*5 store he 
had no heat so started a small fire 
in a pail to warm his hands. I ask- 
ed a fireman about it but nothing 
doing. Xaturally the man objected 
strenuously. 


Any one who wanted to buy ker- 


osene we sent men along to watch. 
One man we were forced to make 
"Hands up" while we went thru 
his grip. Xo fooling that niplit but 
the most of the people acted sensi- 
ble and said, "You have charge now 
so go ahead." Once we had a bomb 
scare. Someone threw a black pack 
age in front of a hole, half a block 
from my corner and only a block 
from the center of the fire. The 
people in the hotel (what were left, 
about 15) came piking out and run 
past me yelling "Bun for your life. 
A bomb." I didn't believe about the 
bomb altho 1 could see it and be- 
sides I had never witnessed a bomb 
explosion, so I played hero and did 
my duty and stuck to my corner. 
The bomb turned out to be two 
quarts of perfectly good whiskey. 
Virginia is dry but even the cops 
passed drinks around to the sail- 
ors. I vras unlucky tho, but I got 
plenty of hot coffee and a few sand- 
wiches. While working on the hose 
we got drenched to the skin 
and 


were covered with ice. 


Yesterday morning there was a 


big blizzard ami I hud a four hour 
watch to do. Xolhing very impor- 
tant, only to arrest all suspicious 
characters and keep the ]>eop!e mov- 
ing. I was awfully'busy as I hail 
in my block the Western 
Union, 


a bank, Naval Becruiting office and 
a boarding house. ! had no trouble 
tho. 


We had a lot of fun and 1 guess 


the danger did us good. They think 
a whole lot more of us now in the 
city. Everyone behaved himself. 


Today we worki^l all morning 


knocking the ice of! the deck. It's 
hard because we have to be so care 
ful of the deck. This afternoon we 
were on supplies again. Had to work 
after supper to finish them and we 
have two 1300 Ibs boxes to lake up 
in the morning. 


Tomorrow afternoon the captain 


inspects the ship, so I suppose will 
spend the morning over our 
holy- 


stones, like w«: ilid last Friday. 1 
guess they are called liolj stones be- 
cause of the fervent words poured 
over them.

•oar. Here Is the first opportunity to

selection for uniformity; 


whether pore-bred or not, the sowa 
ihould be similar In color, marking, 
type and conformation. The type of 
the sows selected should be the one 
which the market demands.

there Is some variation between the 
ilffereat breeds. It Is largely a matter 
yt characteristics, as a good Individual 
oo matter what breed It represents, If 
yiroperly fed and managed will make 
KODomieal gains.

At best, it Is Impossible to choose .

Some mistakes are bound to be made, 
and their currectloa will be difficult, 
but by keeping record* cf the breeding 
stock and their produce. It will b« pos- 
tIMc to dispose of cndeslrable Individ- 
uals as their poor reproductive abil- 
ity becomes known. One Ideal must 
always be uppermost la the breeder's 
mlr.ii, and the stock must^ constantly 
approach nearer to that o"ne Ideal In 
order to make any real progress. It Is 
relatively easy to produce bogs, but to 
prrxluee uniform hogs, hogs that will 
build up and advance the breed, re- 
quires time and conitant effort.

neither can well be neglected at the 
expense of the other.

—not fat; a well-rounded, plump ham; 
a deep, nnooth ride; and a trim under- 
line. He must have quality, but with 
t strength of tone and scale. A small, 
over-refined boar Is cften lacking In 
masculinity. Strength of bone Is shown 
[n the development cf the feet and 
legs, and the manner In which the ani- 
mal carries himself upon his toes. As 
Ihe hind pasterns are very prone to 
become weak with age and may Inter- 
fere seriously with serviceability, se- 
lect a young boar, one that stand* wen 
cp on his toes.
